THE FOURTH DIMENSION. 


Plato'* EmrlT Effort! to Deflae Thl. 


Intangible ttialltr. 


In Harper's Magazine C. H. Hinton 


writes on the much debated question 
ef "The Fourth Dimension." 
In open- 


Ing his article he cites Plato as an 
early exponent of this idea. 


"Plato, at the beginning of the sev- 


enth book of the Republic, describes a 
set of prisoners who are held in chains 
before the mouth of a great cavern, 
bound so that they cannot turn their 
faces in any other direction than look- 
Ing straight into the cavern. 


"On the wall in which the cavern 


ends they see their shadows projected 
by the sun. Their only experience of 
objects Is derived by watching these 
shadows. 
If passers by traverse the 


roadway behind them ail they see is 
the shadows of these passers by on the 
wall. If an object strikes them what 
they see is tlio shadow of that object 


j striking the shadows of themselves. 


"Plato dnnvs the conclusion that they 


would identify themselves with their 
shadows. Since events occurring among 
these shadow forms arc the invariable 
accompaniments of all their sensations 
they would think that they themselves 
were those shadows and lived' and 
moved in a shadow world. 


"Now the shadows can onlv move on 


the surface of the wall. They cannot 
approach and recede from it; hence the 
prisoners think of themselves ns hav- 
ing a two dimensional existence only. 
And. says Plato, as these prisoners 
think of themselves as less than they 
really are. so we In our turn think o; 
ourselves as less than we really are, 
His philosophy was tin effort to fiuc. 
that greater which we really are." 


«k» Hmuuu Body. 


Andrew Wilson, the Kngllsh scien- 


tist, says the human body is a work- 
shop. "The manufacturers are tli 
'cells' which form the essential p:irt 
of every gland. Indeed cells appear bo 
fore us as the veritable workmen o 
the whole body, ranging from nervi 
cells, which rule us, to the cells tha 
build up and produce our bones. Now 
in tho glands of the body these work 
men, each a microscopic unit of proto- 
plasm or living matter, discharge tht 
function of making from -the blood 
whatever product a gland may offer as 
Its contribution to life's processes. The 
cells which compose our liver are bile 
mak.M-s in addition to their performing 
certain other curious works represent- 
lilg the liver's duties. Other cells in the 
glands of our ey,.s manufacture our 
tears. Others again secrete the gastric 
Juice by which the food is acted upon 
in tbe stomach.

Work ou the building of the East 


Jloslon tunnel was begun in May, 11100. 
It Is notable for its slue, its exterior 
diameter being about two feet greater 
aud its interior diameter about one foot 
less than that of the Blackwell tunnel 
(uudtr tbe Thames, London), and its 
interior diameter is respectively 15 aud 
20 per cent, greater thau that of the 
St. Clalr (between Port Huron, Mich., 
and Sarnla, P. O.) and Hudson river 
tunnels.

The captain of a Russian destroyer 


which reached Chefoo from Port Ar- 
thur is made to confirm the report of 
tbe escape of the vessels, allowing It to 
be understood that they are heading for 
Vladivostok. The fact that the com- 
mander of the destroyer asked per- 
mission of the Chinese authorities to 
-•dismantle his ship and lay It up at Che- 
foo for the period of the war Indicates 
either that he was closely pursued by 
the enemy and had no chance to es- 
cape, or that the dash of the fleet was 
meant to be its #nnl abandonment of 
Port Arthur. St. Petersburg and Vla- 
divostok dispatches also assume that 
the ships are going to Vladivostok. 


The freedom with which every Rus- 


sian source tells of the destination of 
the fleet leads to the suspicion that its 
destination Is not Vladivostok unless 
the Russians by their putting that place 
forward so boldly hope to deceive the 
Japanese by telling the truth.

As this is a serious restriction on neu- 


tral shipping Lord Lansdowne Insisted 
that tbe regulations should not contain 
generalities of that kind.

"Block Island, Dae. 10, 1811 


Dear Sir: 


In a former letter I promised to give 


you an account of the singular light 
which is sometimes man horn this 
place.

I should long siuce have communica- 
ted the fact to the literary world, but 
was unwilling to depend wholly upon 
the informatiou of others,

a little delay there was a probability of 
my receiving ocular demonstratiou.

have not, however, beeu as fortunate 
iu this respect as I could wish, having 
bad only two opportunities of witness- 
ing this phenomenon. 
My residing 


uearly six miles from the shore which 
lies next to the region of its exhibition, 
and behiud elevated ground, has pre. 
vented me from seeiug it so frequently 
Perhaps, as I might otherwise have 
done. The people who have always 
lived here are so familiarized 
to the 


night that they never think of giviug 
iJotice to tuo-e who do not happen to 
I* present, or cvsn of mentioning it 
afterwards, unless they hear some 
I'xrtlcular inquiries made.

tue same place hut is uot infrequently

from where it disappeared. Iu this 
transfer uf locality, it seems tu bave uu 
certain Hue of direction. Wbeu most 
expanded, this blaze uigeuerally wav- 
ering like the dame uf a torch; 11 oue 
time.it appears stationary, at another 
prugrewive. it u Meu at all seaoouii of 
year, aud fur the most part, iu the calm 
weather which precedes au easterly or 
southerly storm. It has, however, beeu 
noticed during a nevere uorth western 
gale, aud wheu uo storm immediately 
followed. 


Its continuance Is souietimeu but 


transient, at others, throughout tbe 
uigtat aud it bas beeeu kuuwu to appear 
several nights Iu succession. 


This blaze actually emits luminous 


rays. A gentleman whow bouw Is situ- 
ated near the sea, Informs me that tie 
has kuowu It to illuminate considera- 
bly the walls of hte room, through the 
windows. This happens ouly when 
the light is within a half mile of the 
shore, for it Is often seeu blazing at six 
or seven miles distant aud strangers 
suppose it tu be a vessel ou tire." 


Dr. Willey, iu the same letter, atatan 


that wheu be first «aw it, ou an evening 
Iu Feburary,1810,»ut again ou tbe even- 
lug uf December 20th following, tbe 
appearances were essentially those 
above described. 
Of the idea of its 


connection with tbe Palatine, after 
briefly relating tbe story of tbe loos of 
toe ship, be adds: 


"From this time it Is aaid, the Pala- 


tine Light appeared, aud there are 
many woo firmly believe it to be a ship 
of fire to which their fantastic aud dis- 
tempered imagination figures masts, 
ropet aud flowing sails. 


I have stated facts to you, but /eel a 


reluctance to hazard any speculation. 
These I leave to you aud other acute 
researchers iuto tbe mysteries of created 
things.

Not even the story of the Flying 


Dutchman involves a more strange and 
mysterious origin and development, 
withjustenougb'of what may almost 
be called evidence to satisfy us as to 
the mam points of the affair, while at 
tbe same time the particulars which 
render it of especial human -interest are 
as elusive as the will-o-the-wisp. 


The woman who survived and re- 


mained ou the Island was kuowu as 
"Katteru", prouably a corruption of 
Katriua. Hhe appears to have beeu 
iguoraut, but to have had a certain 
degree of shrewdness. She was a fort- 
une teller and was feared by the super- 
stitious as a witch. 
She would some- 


times apparently go into a semi-con- 
scious condition—what we should now 
call a trance—and ou recovering, ap- 
parently in an exhausted condition, 
sbe would say tbat she had been across 
the sea to her old home and would give 
au account of her kindred there as she 
had seen them in the trance. 


It must not be forgotten that these 


shipwrecked passengers talked a for- 
eign language 
and it is improbable 


though not Impossible that any of 
them could speak or understand Eng- 
ish any more than the Islanders .could 
speak or understand Dutch or tier- 
man. Those that died, died quickly 
aud if auy recovered and left the Isl- 
and, It is uot probable tbat they re- 
mained there long enough to enable 
:hem to converse sufficiently well! to 
:ell their story intelligibly. We are 
almost .compelled then to the belief 
.hat the story as known to the Islan- 
ders of those days aud handed down by 
hem through five ,or six geuerations 
was received .from the lips of Dutch 
Pattern after sbe had learned to speak 
English, aud there is nothing in the 
ittle we have learned about her, either 
Tom tbe standpoint of intelligence or 
if character, which would impel us to 
;ive credit to a story of hers otherwise 
unreasonable. 


Which then is the more improbable, 


lie story as here related and as it has 
belli faithfully believed by the Isl- 
anders, including the descendants of I 
this fortuue teller fur more tlun a cen- j 
tury and a half, or tbe theory tuat tbe 
Palatine was an emigrant ship which 
touched at Block Island to laud a few 
apparently dying passengers among 
them Dutch Kattern, and then con- 
tinued on her voyage to Philadelphia, 
being wrecked Iu tbe Bay of Bengal 
Mime thiity years later.

Temperance Cafes. 


Toronto has followed the lead of Lon- 


don iu the establishment of a system of 
cafes iu which no intoxicating liquors 
will be sold. When the experiment was 
begun iu the great capital speedy 
fail- 


ure was prophesied. But It was fouud 
that there were thousands of men 
young and old, who wanted coffee, tea, 
or cocoa, Instead of beer or wiue. Tbe 
new eating-house flourished from the 
start, aud they have now multiplied 
uutil they are to be found iu every 
quarter, aud they have been so great a 
financial success that no stock can be 
bought. Such cafes had never existed 
iu London before. Liverpool has a 
somewhat similar company known as 
tbe Wurkiuguiau's Public Huuse com- 
pany, uuw capitalized at £50,000, wurk- 
iuguieu being tbe stock owners, which 
k uot theuaae with tbe Aerated Bread 
company cafes, the A. B. C.'s as tbe 
Londoners call them. The Liverpool 
company uow operates seventy-five 
cocoa-rooms, where good food Is sold at 
a very low rate, aud these vary from 
handsomely furnished restaurants to 
the small galvanized shelters on tbe 
great docks. More thau thiity thous- 
and people are fed dally, aud while the 
customers spend but au average 
of 


three cent a day, the company, like 
tbat In London, pays a dividend of sev- 
en per cents, which Is very large as div- 
idends go Iu Great Britain. What Llv- 
erpool aud London have done, Toronto 
thinks she may safely undertake—
